CROWN COURT. 
i Judge Perrin entered the court this morning at ten 
o’clock, when, the commission having beeu read by Vesy 
Daly, Esq,, the following gentlemen were resworn on 
the grand jury :—Sir James Stewart, Bart., Thomas 
Brook, John Harvey, Lord George Hill, James Johnstone, 
William Fenwick, John $. Charley, Isaac Colhoun, 
John V. Stewart, James G. Wood, Wybrants Olphert, 
Thomas Ball, W. Wray, B. G. Humpry, Janes S.

His Lordship addressing them said, that their Crown 
Court contained several cases, but none of a serious or 
deep character—still they were not of a trifling or light 
description.
